came to Honolulu in the hope of settling it
amicably and pacifically. With this view, he
bought an interview with the King in Council,
offering to hear their reasons and discuss the
question, with them, in a conciliatory spirit.
I'he advisers of the King, against whose arbi-

trary and unconstitutional conduct, the Repre-

sentatives of the great Powers, France, United
States and the Great Britain, had already pro-

tested in a collective address, on the 13 Dec.
thereby binding their respective govern-

ments; refused to grunt the conference demand-
ed. It Itccame therefore a part of the duty of the
undersigned to forward to them an ultimatum
which they have also rejected. In consequence
thereof, the fort of Honolulu has !een disarmed
by the French forces, now in the harbour, but
the Hawaiian flag still waves and will continue
to wave over it. The undersigned, who neither
aims at an occupation nor a Protectorate, for
France, will hasten to withdraw with the forces
under his command, the moment his just reclama-
tions are attended to. In the mean time, it is his
fied resolve to respect, alike the interests of all
Foreigners no matter what their creed or coun-

try. As far as France is concerned, the conven-
tion signed in IS3i by Captain Laplace will form
the basis of her relations with these Islands.
According to this Treaty French merchandize of

'all kinds will be admitted at the uniform duty of
H tier cent.

The commissioners offer to refer the question
of duty on brandy and other spirituous liquors to
the arrangement of France and the King's Spe-

cial Commissioner in France, the Hawaiian Gov-trnme- nt

giving a satisfactory guarantee that they
m ill abide by the decision resulting from such
reference, anil also to abide by the decision of
some neutral (tower ukjii all questions upon
which France and the Special Commissioners
cannot agree.

The Admiral answers that he is willing to re-

fer to France the question of the duty on brandy,
but to her alone, recognising no neutral power
as an umpire. That if the government will give
a guarantee iu specie, say twenty thousand dol-

lars, that all duty over the amount France may
decide as just, he w ill wait one year or sixteen
months from this day, the Hawaiian Govern-
ment agreeing, in case the duty is not fixed by
France at the expiration of that time, to consider
the duty of HO per rent, as the law ful one from
this date, and refund the difference lietween that
per centage and the duty collected, with interest
from the time of collection.

The King's Commissioners object to the limit
oflime, and to leaving the whole thing to the de-
cision of France alone.
